‘Carry the banner, Elder Hanks 
exhorts record graduating class

A record crowd and BYU’s largest 
graduating class in history were told 
Thursday that the world is fatally ill 
but that the gospel of Jesus Christ is 
the medicine that can cure the illness. 

Marion D. Hanks, a general authority 
emeritus of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints said while much 
attention is directed toward the world’s 
economic woes, our problems are 
“more morat and spiritual than eco- 
nomic and political.”

The youngest student to receive a 
bachelor’s degree was Brandon 
Carlton Young, 18, graduating in 
Management. The oldest student was 
Patsy Capps Chase, 58, graduating in 
Family Sciences. As she received her 
degree, the crowd joined friends and 
family in cheering “Way to go grand- 
ma!”

Missionary dies, 
others injured in

An accident in the city of 
Antananarivo on the Isle of 
Madagascar has claimed the life of a 
missionary of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, and injured 
two others.

Prescott was returning to his apart- 
ment in a mission car after an appoint- 
ment. The other missionaries in the car 
who were injured were Jeffery Allen 
Nement of Calgary, Alberta, Canada, 
who received minor bruises and contu- 
sions, and Ryan Scott Voigtlaender of 
Sandy, Utah, who suffered bruises and 
lacerations requiring stitches. _ 

Nathan James Quigley, of Yorktown, 
New York, was the driver of the car 
and he received no injuries. An official 
from the U.S. Embassy was on the 
scene shortly after it occurred and he 
assisted in helping the missionaries get 
medical attention. Prescott died on the 
way to the hospital. 

Prescott entered missionary service 
in July of 1991 and was originally 
called to the France, Paris Mission but 
later was transferred as one of the first 
missionaries to work on that island 
located off the coast of East Africa. 


Voters support Yeltsin, 
endorse economic plan

MOSCOW — Bolstered by a 
nationwide vote of confidence, 
President Boris Yeltsin revived his 
pro-Western foreign policy Tuesday 
and top aides began pushing for a 
new constitution to strengthen the 
presidency. 

The first official results of 
Sunday’s referendum, nearly com- 
plete, showed that 58 percent of the 
voters expressed confidence in 
Yeltsin and 52.9 percent endorsed 
his economic reforms. 

Hard-line lawmakers had expect- 
ed Yeltsin to lose on the economic 
question, which they placed on the 
ballot to provide ammunition 
against his free-market policies. 
Instead, the results appear to have 
emboldened the 62-year-old presi- 
dent and his team of reformers. 

Yeltsin on Tuesday revived two 
foreign policy initiatives that had 
angered Russian nationalists and 
were put on hold before the refer- 
endum. 

First, he issued a sharp warning 
to militant Serbs in the former 
Yugoslavia, despite howls of 
protest from lawmakers who con- 
sider the Serbs to be ethnic and 
religious brethren. 

Although he stopped short of 
endorsing Western military inter- 
vention, Yeltsin warned that 
Russia “will not protect those who 
stand in the way of peaceful accord. 

. The U.N. will stand against 


Serbian nationalists and any other 
warring parties who are gambling 
on force.” 

Yeltsin also pushed ahead with 
plans to visit Japan, ignoring hard- 
liners who fear he may agree to 
give back four islands that the 
Soviet Union seized from Japan at 
the end of World War II. 

The Foreign Ministry said a high- 
ranking envoy, Georgy Kunadze, 
would soon fly to Tokyo to prepare 
for a Russo-Japanese summit. 
Yeltsin had planned to visit Japan 
last fall, but the trip was canceled 
because’ of the dispute over the 
Kuril Islands, which Japan calls its 
Northern Territories. 

Two of Yeltsin’s legal advisers 
also called Tuesday for the conven- 
ing of a “constituent assembly” to 
adopt the proposed constitution 
that. Yeltsin released on the eve of 
the referendum. 

Deputy Prime Minister Sergei 
Shakhrai said the new charter 
would make the president the 
country’s “supreme authority” with 
power to dissolve parliament under 
certain circumstances. 

But Shakhrai and the other 
adviser, civil rights lawyer Sergei 
Alexeyev, told a news conference 
that the new constitution also 
would provide a strong legislature 
and independent judiciary. “I 
strongly reject the rumors that it is 
meant to establish authoritarian 
rule, one-man rule, or anything 
like that,” Alexeyev said. 
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Economy, consumer confidence improve 


WASHINGTON — Americans’ personal income rebounded across 
much of the country last year, including long-suffering New England, 
the government said Tuesday. 

However, hurricanes held back incomes in Florida and Hawaii, and 
defense spending cuts hurt California. 

Separate reports said workers’ pay and benefits rose a bit faster than 
inflation in the past year and consumer confidence strengthened this 
month for the first time since December. 

The Commerce “epartment said incomes per person last year grew 3.9 
percent nationally to $19,841, a clear advance over the 2.4 percent 
increase in 1991. 

It was the first time income growth improved since 1989. Incomes grew 
5.3 percent in 1990, 5.5 percent in 1989 and 6.2 percent in 1988. 

The 1991 report, the worst in 30 years, was used by President Clinton 
in his attacks on the economic record of President Bush. Income growth 
was so slow that it lagged behind inflation for the first time in nine 
years. 

But, last year, income growth was faster than the 3.2 percent inflation 
rate in a special price index tied to the income figures. 


Rebel Serbs challenge U.N. sanctions 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Rebel Serbs thumbed their noses 
Tuesday at new sanctions meant to break their resolve, pounding one 
Bosnian Muslim enclave with gunfire and challenging U.N. peacekeep- 
ers in another. 

U.N. officials said the Bihac region in northwestern Bosnia was under 
Serb artillery attack and an infantry company backed by 10 tanks had 
moved into the area from a Serb-held sector of Croatia to the west. 

The offensive, and the defiance of U.N. authority in Srebrenica, anoth- 
er Muslim enclave, were the latest signs of Serb refusal to bend to 
tougher sanctions against Serb-dominated Yugoslavia that went into 
effect Tuesday. 

The new, tightened sanctions are aimed at forcing Belgrade to pressure 
Bosnia’s Serbs to sign a U.S. peace plan. Bosnian Serbs rejected the plan 
anew on Monday. 


US intervenes in Mideast peace talks 


WASHINGTON — Secretary of State Warren M. Christopher held an 
unprecedented meeting Tuesday with Arab and Israeli negotiators, urg- 
ne them to set aside procedural discussions and get to the heart of their 

ispute. 

Christopher’s intervention, as Mideast talks resumed after four 
months, seemed to signal a more aggressive role in the search for agree- 
ment on Palestinian self-rule and peace between Israel and three Arab 
countries that refuse to recognize its existence, Syria, Jordan and 
Lebanon. 

But Christopher said while the Clinton administration intended to be 
“helpful in every way we can,” the key to a successful outcome was direct 
negotiations between Israel and the Arabs. 

Christopher’s recent assertions the United States intended to be a “full 
partner” had suggested the Clinton administration, in its first encounter 
with the intractable Arab-Israel dispute, would try to influence the 
deliberations as Arab governments and dovish Israelis had long urged. 


Gunmen release 1 Costa Rican justice 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica — Gunmen holding 19 Supreme Court justices 
freed one of the magistrates but pressed for action Tuesday on their 
demands for a $20 million ransom and the release of an unspecified 
number of prisoners. 

Speculation heightened that the kidnappers who stormed the court 
building Monday belonged to Colombia’s Medellin cocaine cartel and 
wanted the release of four cartel members arrested in September who 
are awaiting trial. 

Four heavily armed men who called themselves “The Commando of 
Death” burst in through the basement and seized 19 of the 22 justices 
and five assistants in Costa Rica’s third hostage ordeal in the past nine 
months. 

The magistrate, identified as Jesus Ramirez, walked out of the main 
entrance shortly before midday, and was helped into a police vehicle and 
taken to a hospital. 

A police official, speaking on condition of anonymity, said Ramirez was 
suffering from a heart condition. But it was not apparent whether the 
magistrate was in serious condition.

More than50,00members of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints are expected to attend 
the various dedicatory services of 
the San Diego Temple going on this 
week. 

Although the temple was officially 
dedicated Sunday morning by Pres. 
Gordon B. Hinckley, 23 dedicatory 
sessions are scheduled this week to 
accommodate the large numbers, 
said Floyd Packard, temple presi- 
dent. 

“This is a long-awaited day for the 
Saints in San Diego,” he said. “This 
has been an extremely soul-stirring 
experience.” 

Pres. Hinckley has given a differ- 
ent talk in each of the dedicatory 
sessions, Pres. Packard said, but 
the common theme is the need for 
members of the church to visit the 
temple often to “recognize and 
learn of the majesty of God.” 

Pres. Hinckley and Pres. Thomas 
S. Monson will divide the responsi- 
bilities of conducting the sessions 
throughout the week, he said. At 
least four general authorities have 
been present at all of the sessions. 

The temple will be open for regu- 
lar temple services Saturday morn- 


ing. Workers will have to clean up 
throughout the night after the last 
dedicatory service on Friday, said 
Packard, who expects the temple to 
operate at full capacity in the fol- 
lowing weeks. 

The temple serves a district which 
includes 80,000 LDS members in 
San Diego and Imperial counties, 
parts of Orange and Riverside 
counties, and Northern Mexico. 
Three Spanish language sessions 
accommodated the LDS members 
from Mexico. 

Some 720,000 visitors toured the 
temple during the six-week public 
open house, placing it right behind 
the Washington D.C. Temple as the 
most visited during open house, 
Pres. Packard said. 

“We weren’t interested in break- 
ing records, though, but in present- 
ing a new temple to the Lord,” he 
said. 

The temple took three years to 
construct. It is the 45th temple 
built by the LDS Church.

Schools consider 3-year degrees

To help curb crowding and the 
rising cost of education, universi- 
ties like Oberlin, Stanford and The 
State University of New York 
(SUNY) are considering 3-year 
bachelor’s degrees. 

BYU doesn’t appear ready to go 
that far, but is looking into stream- 
lining its own graduation process. 

Ken Goldfarb, director of media 
relations at SUNY, said there are 
several factors that make now a 
good time to change the system. He 
cited technological advances and 


the skyrocketing cost of education 


during recent economic hard times 
as the two main factors. 

Some colleges have suggested an 
increase in class time and the elim- 
ination of unnecessary required 


courses as two ways to streamline 
typical four- or five-year bachelor’s 
degrees. 

BYU spokesman Brent Harker 
said BYU has appointed a task 
force that is looking into speeding 
up the graduation process for its 
students. 


Goldfarb said SUNY plans to use: 


videos, computers, satellite up- 
links, Advanced Placement tests 
and College Level Examination 
Programs (CLEP) to help students 
work at their own pace and obtain 
a degree faster. 

Goldfarb said emphasis will be 
placed on knowledge gained, not 
time spent in class. “The program 
does not guarantee graduation in 
3-years. It is just an option for stu- 
dents who are motivated and make 
use of it,” he said.

any defensive back in the draft,” he 
was told. 

Dewey is the highest draft choice 
from BYU since Mo Elewonibi, who 
was selected in the third round in 
1990. Gray credited many others 
for getting drafted, including coach 
Dick Felt, his teammates and for- 
mer Cougar defensive back Eric 
Bergeson, who worked out with 
him and “taught me a lot.” 

Not only was Gray the sole player 
from BYU drafted, he was the only 
one taken from a Utah school. But 
other Cougars are hoping to latch 
on with NFL teams as free agents. 

- Scott Brumfield, a 6-8, 320- 
pound offensive tackle, was figured 
to be picked somewhere in the 
eight-round draft, but was not. 
After the draft, however, 15 teams 
offered Brumfield a free-agent con- 
tract. Tuesday afternoon, 
Brumfield left for Cincinnati to 
sign as a free agent with the 
«Bengals. 
* The first team All-WAC per- 
eformer, who also played in the 
{East-West Shrine Game, said he is 
tpleased to have a chance to make it 
tin the NFL. “They’ve got really 
‘good offensive line coaches there. I 
shave a place in Cincinnati.” 
» He said he is “a little disappoint- 
fed” in not being drafted, but said 
“it’s been a dream to play in the 
-NFL. I’m just starting to reach my 
‘potential.” 
» Garry Pay, meanwhile, a 6-5, 
'265-pound center from Glendale,

; “I figured I’'d have to go (into the

} The Cardinals called Pay within a

{ need of a center,” he said. 
§! “All I’ve wanted is an opportuni- 
| ty.” And he’s excited to be playing 
‘close to home. “I played in the

fgame at Sun Devil Stadium. I 
' always used to watch Arizona State 
‘ play there.” 

Also, Brad Hunter, the punter 
and defensive lineman, said his 
agent has been busily engaged in 
talks with the Houston Oilers, who 
have expressed interest in the 6-5, 
260-pounder. Hunter said it doesn’t 
matter to him whether he plays as 
a defensive lineman or punter, 
though he’d prefer kicking. As of 

. now, Houston wants him as a line- 
man. 

While he wasn’t surprised about 
not being drafted, he was surprised 
by some of the punters that were 
drafted. “I heard the (ESPN) com- 
mentators say so-and-so had a 43 
yard punting average. I can shank 
it 43 yards,” he said. Hunter owned 
a 47.6 yard average last year for 
the Cougars—his longest was 65 
yards. He is hungering for the 
opportunity to prove himself. 

Receiver Otis Sterling was flown 
down to San Diego by the Chargers 
but it is not known whether he has 
signed with the team. He was 
unavailable for comment. 

Shad Hansen, a 6-2, 245-pound- 
middle linebacker, is, in his words, 
“not the kind of player they’re look- 
ing for in the NFL.” Because of his 
size, no teams contacted him before 
the draft. While he’s not looking for 
a future in professional football, 
Hansen is interested in using his 
degree, which he plans on earning 
either in June or later this year, to 
be involved in sports marketing. 

After running an astounding 4.3

As of Tuesday evening, tight end 
Byron Rex, a second team UPI 
All-American, was still waiting by 
the phone, hoping to get. some good 
news from his agent.

An Orem policeman charged with 
burglary and aggravated assault 
was released Monday on his own 
recognizance, said Utah County 
Sheriff Lt. Ron Fernstedt.

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Provo council delays decision 
on establishing a dance hall

In the movie “Footloose,” filmed 
in Lehi, a young man fights for the 
right to organize a dance in a 
staunchly conservative city. At 
times, the Provo City Council meet- 
ing Tuesday seemed like a scene 
straight out of that film. 

An hour-long debate during the 
council meeting featured a crossfire 
between opponents and supporters 
of renovating the now vacant 
Frimage Building on West Center 
to establish a dance hall. The 
debate ended with a resolution to 
continue discussion at a council 
meeting on May 11. 

The continuance was granted as 
the applicants wishing to open the 
dance hall were not informed that 
the meeting would be open to pub- 
lic debate, and were not in atten- 
dance. 

While several citizens and coun- 
cilmembers were fearful the dance 
hall would degrade Provo’s down- 
town area, one councilmember said 
she is fearful of the puritanical 
image the city would project if it 
were to vote against the measure.

“T am concerned about falling into 
a Footloose’ mentality,” said coun- 
cilmember Shari Hollweg. “We are 
already perceived as a community 
which is too restrictive of the types 
of activities which young people 
enjoy.”

Craig Witham, the owner of near-

Utah journalists felt a sudden 
surge of power last week when the 
Deseret News, burned by a bogus 
story it picked up from u fake press 
release, printed the text of a Utah 
law which makes it a crime to give 
false information to a newspaper. 

The press release announced the 
closure of Collection Management 
Agency, “whose clients include 
Brigham Young University,” the 
release said. The piece cited a 
stronger economy as the reason for 
the company’s impending doom, 
saying it was better to close down 
than file for bankruptcy. 

The paper printed a retraction 
the following day in the form of an 
article which denounced the fake 
press release as the apparent work 
of a “disgruntled debtor” hoping to 
hurt financially sound CMA. 

At the end of the retraction, 
DesNews City Editor Richard Hall 
said an investigation of the matter 
would ensue and quoted a Utah 
law against knowingly giving false 
information to the media. 

The law is the real thing. 

Section 76-9-509 of the Utah 
Criminal Code states: “Any person 
who willfully states, conveys, deliv- 
ers, or transmits, by any means 
whatsoever, to the manager, editor, 
publisher, reporter, or agent of any 
radio station, television station, 
newspaper, magazine, periodical, 
or serial for publication therein, 
any false or libelous statement con- 
cerning any person, and thereby 
secures actual publication of the 
same, is guilty of a class B misde- 
meanor.” 

A class B misdemeanor carries a 
maximum fine of $1,000 and six 
months in jail. 

When we send our Universe 
reporters out to cover news stories 

1nd conduct interviews, we try to 
ensure t ey take with them a pen, 
note,ad and a press card certify- 

g their affiliation with the paper. 
Ve are now contemplating adding 
a second card to their ensemble, 
“ith Section 76-9-509 printed on 
the front and the Miranda warn- 
ings on the back. 

If the interviewee lies, the

reporter could simply make a citi- 
zen’s arrest: “You had the right to 
remain silent, everything false you 
just said can and will be used 
against you in a court of law. You 
have the right to an attorney. 
Perhaps you should have consulted 
one before speaking with me.” 

This will be a boon for lawyers 
everywhere (a dubious achieve- 
ment for journalists, who often fret 
about being rated nearly as low as 
lawyers in public opinion polls). No 
one will want to talk to a newspa- 
per until they have first spoken 
with their lawyers. 

There certainly is room for a new 
business. BYU law students could 
get permits to practice law — and 
earn money for tuition — as coun- 
sel for campus employees and stu- 
dents who are interviewed by the 
Universe. One group of law stu- 
dents, for example, could offer their 
services to the athletic department, 
calling themselves Young, 
Balmforth and Sterling. (Ex-BYU 
football players turned law stu- 
dents Steve, Jim and Otis.) 

The law may present problems for 
public relations workers. Say BYU 
Head Football Coach LaVell 
Edwards tells Sports Information 
Director Ralph Zobell he will not 
choose a’starting quarterback until 
Aug. 1, and Zobel! then passes that 
on to the media. If Edwards goes 
public with his choice on July 25, 
must Zobell be fitted for pinstripes 
and sént to the Point of the 
Mountain for rehabilitation? 

No,.said BYU law professor Jim 
Gordon. The Utah statute specifies 
that a person must willfully give 
false information concerning a per- 
son. The law is one of slander, for 
verbally passing false information, 
and libel, for having secured publi- 
cation of the falsehood by passing it 
to a member of the media. 

Zobell would also be off the hook 
if he simply passed the information 
along without knowing it was false. 

In the end, the DesNews’ chances 
of prosecuting anyone in the Case 
of the Bankrupt Press Release are 
slim. The prosecution would have 
to prove the perpetrator’s falsehood 
was concerning. a person, as 
opposed to CMA as a corporation. 

And, said Gordon, the law was 
“not designed to protect the press, 
but to protect the rights of the indi- 
vidual” who was slandered. 

There is hope for those suffering 
from tabloid tactics, Gordon said. 
“Under this statute, all the secret 
sources at the National Enquirer 
would be jailed immediately.” 


Tad Walch, who is the Editor-in-

Criminal charges are pending 
against an Orem man whose infant 
son died Monday evening of compli- 
cations stemming from alleged 
abuse.
